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N AN APRIL noon in 1927, 

a young 23-year-old girl 

stepped off the train in 
Cleveland, Tennessee, ready to be- 
gin work at the Church of God 
Publishing House. After lunch in 
the home of the editor and pub- 
lisher, J. S. Llewellyn, Irene Wales 
went to the Publishing House and 
was introduced to the small 
staff. She began work that very 
day. 

Irene became secretary to the 
editor and publisher, copyreader, 
proofreader, and general editorial 
assistant. In those early days, no 
one had clearly defined duties, but 
all the workers did whatever they 
could. Because of her many tal- 
ents, Irene could do, and did, 
many types of work. 

With the exception of its first 
editor, Irene worked with every 
editor the Church of God has had. 
She was a right-hand assistant to 
most of them: J. S. Llewellyn, M. 
W. Letsinger, S. W. Latimer, E. C. 
Clark, E. L. Simmons, R. P. John- 
son, J. H. Walker, J. D. Bright, 
and the present editor. 

As the Sunday School literature 
was increased and improved, Irene 
was appointed to edit a portion of 
this material. In 1945, her direct 
connection with the Evangel be- 
gan to decrease as she assumed 
other and greater responsibilities. 
Since 1946, she has been an editor 
in her own right.

And a capable editor she was. 
Her work has reached out to touch 
the hearts and the lives of thou- 
sands of our primary children. 


Irene became ill about a year 
ago, but none of us were aware 
that the illness would grow until it 
became fatal. Her last months were 
spent alternately in the office, at 
home, and in the hospital. 


Only about two weeks before her 
death, she talked with me at length 
about her plans and hopes for her 
work. Full of vision, eager to be 
active again, she tried to do some 
of her work even then. None of us 
knew that the Lord had decreed 
that she had been working long 
and hard enough. 


On May 6, 1960, Irene Wales died 
of leukemia. Her long battle for 
health and her long labors were 
ended. Her last audible words were 
“Praise the Lord, Praise the Lord.” 

Funeral services were conducted 
at the headquarters church on May 
8, conducted by F. W. Goff, James 
L. Slay, and Charles W. Conn. 


Many of the older ministers will 
remember Irene as she took notes 
at the General Assembly each year. 
She became a conspicuous figure 
and workman at most of our 
church activities. The church in 
general and the Editorial Depart- 
ment in particular, have lost an 
effective leader and a treasured 
friend.

Last year we had the largest num- 
ber of graduates in the history of 
the school. This year has been very 
successful, too. We now have ap- 
proximately twenty-one acres of 
ground for our buildings and cam- 
pus, having purchased eleven ad- 
ditional acres this year at the cost 
of $30,000. This is located in Fresno 
near the Fresno State College. The 
college is gaining in influence over 
the western states. Two of the 
neighboring state overseers have 
been added to the college Board of 
Directors. Reverend Robert E. Fish- 
er, superintendent of W.C.B.C., and 
the wonderful staff have done an 
exceptionally good job in our school 
work. 


During the first few months of 
this Assembly term, we had Rev- 
erend Paul L. Walker as state 
youth director. He was a hard 
worker and good organizer. His 
successor, Reverend Fred G. Swank, 
has served efficiently the remain- 
der of the term. The former dir- 
ector had things in good shape 
for us and the new director has 
carried on the work like a vet- 
eran. The work of the youth and 
Sunday Schools has been outstand- 
ing. The people of the state have 
worked harmoniously with our pre- 
sent director, Fred G. Swank, and 
appreciate him so very much. He 
has a good influence with our 
people and is given credit for a 
job well done in the youth and 
Sunday School work. 


The property value over the 
state has increased by thousands 
of dollars. We have many new 
church buildings and parsonages. 
Since last Assembly we have or- 
ganized fourteen churches and now 
have six mission churches oper- 
ating like fully organized churches. 


It is wonderful to think of the 
success of the past, but the Cali- 
fornia and Nevada people are ex- 
pecting many other victories and 
greater increases in the future. 
California and Nevada expect to 
march on like a mighty army for 
God and the Church.

OLORADO IS one of the

Union and furnishes one of 
the greatest opportunities for ad- 
vancement and work for our 
Church that I know of. Denver 
and the greater Denver area are 
growing at the rate of close to 
one thousand monthly; it is near- 
ing the million mark in population. 

It offers every type of employ- 
ment, paying top wage scale. The 
teaching profession has one of the 
highest scales with which I am 
acquainted. It would be a great 
blessing to our work here for the 
Church if some of you who read 
this and want to do something for 
God and the souls of mankind, 
would be willing to accept employ- 
ment and at the same time begin 
a new field work. We are in des- 
perate need of men willing to stay 
at least two years. 

Most of the church reports that 
are carried back to our more po- 
pulated states have been carried 
by men who stayed for about 
thirty days and became authori- 
ties on conditions and possibilities. 
It is true that the trend of wor- 
ship differs some from other sec- 
tions, but one can preach as 
straight as the Bible and if he will 
live right he will be accepted. The 
souls here are as precious as those 
in other sections. There are also 
several cities and towns close to 
Denver that present a challenge. 
Will you answer? 


Through the help of the Lord 
and the fine cooperation of the 
ministers in the state we have 
made some gains, for which we 
are thankful. We have been able 
to improve the state parsonage 
and purchase furnishings in the 
amount of $1,473.14. The city gave 
us complete exemption from taxa- 
tion for our state parsonage. 

The church at Grand Junction 
was worshiping in a frame build- 
ing that was old and badly in need 
of repairs. The pastor, the Rever- 
end Lewis Peeler, and his family 
were living in a small section 
built on to the church. When we 
fasted and prayed, God gave us a 
Pentecostal revival, and a _ short 
time after the close of the meet- 
ing we were able to sell the pro- 
perty. A businessman stopped

Brother Peeler on his way to work 
and asked if he would be interested 
in selling. Of course, this was the 
hand of the Lord in answer to 
prayer. 

We were able to sell for cash; we 
cleared the indebtedness of close 
to ten thousand dollars and pur- 
chased other land. We have now 
erected a 40 x 60 block church 
with full basement, which will give 
ample Sunday School rooms, pas- 
tor’s study, nursery, two rest rooms, 
and a L.W.WB. kitchen. 

The Executive Committee gave us 
a favorable settlement, and we 
were able to retain the former 
state parsonage, which was moved 
to the new location and remodeled; 
it is now a lovely six-room par- 
sonage with bath. Through donated 
labor by the ministers in the state 
and members of the church we 
have been able to accomplish all 
of this with indebtedness of less 
than $5,000. The church is well on 
its way to becoming one of our 
best churches in this section. 

Other churches have made im- 
provements. Denver was given an 
automatic washer and dryer by 
Brother and Sister Blackburn, who 
attend but are not members of the 
church. Also, broken stained glass 
windows in the Denver Church have 
been replaced. Colorado Springs has 
almost cleared its indebtedness; the 
people have installed wall-to-wall 


carpeting in the living and dining 
rooms, and have purchased new 
living room furniture. Pueblo re- 
covered the parsonage; the Greeley 
Church has been painted, the living 
quarters remodeled, and the audi- 
torium rearranged. 

La Junta has new built-in cabi- 
nets, with the lawn planted and 
trees set out. We are in the process 
of remodeling the parsonage at 
Canon City; also the church will 
be repainted and necessary repairs 
made during the next month.

One 
can view scenes of success in many 
areas throughout the state where 
God’s people have been faithful to 
His cause. When one visits Okla- 
homa, as our license tag suggests, 
his breath may be taken by the 
oil wells, but something towering 
in stature far outlasting the oil 
well is the dedicated, God-loving 
people of the Church of God. 


Of these high in stature are 1,934 
members of the Church of God 
who worship together in our forty- 
seven churches. There have been 
11,431 sermons preached, 1,473 souls 
saved, 584 sanctified, 430 filled with 
the Holy Ghost, 182 baptized in

water, and 418 added to our number 
since the last Assembly. 


The missions cause has not gone 
unheeded as evidenced by $10,176.73 
given by the Sooners for foreign 
and district missions. 


Two new churches at Miami and 
Grove have been born and organ- 
ized to meet the spiritual demand 
in these cities. 


“Facelifting” procedures have re- 
peatedly been in evidence as 
churches and parsonages have been 
remodeled. New churches have been 
constructed at Grove and East 
Tulsa (auditorium). Miami has 
purchased a building. Lawton is in 
the process of planning a proposed 
$50,000 modern brick church. When 
completed, two churches will exist 
in Lawton. The new building will 
be built in “T” formation with the 
educational plant spanning the 
back of the auditorium, which will 
be equipped with nursery, pastor’s 
study, baptistry, sixteen Sunday 
School rooms with accordion 
sliding doors which, when opened, 
will yield three small auditoriums, 
and reversible heating and air-con- 
ditioning unit. 


Remodeling of church buildings 
has taken place at Faxon, Lindsay 
(in process), and Southwest Okla- 
homa City where the church has 
finished its educational plant. A 
complete all new L.W.W.B. kitchen 
has been installed, as well as fac- 
tory-built church pews and pulpit 
at the Southwest Oklahoma City 
Church. 


Parsonages have been built at 
Binger and Johnson; Idabel pur- 
chased a parsonage with an acre of 
land to relocate the church. Also, 
remodeling of parsonages has im- 
proved the property value at Ada, 
Ravia, Murphy, Pryor (additon of 
two new bedrooms), Southwest 
Oklahoma City, and West Tulsa. 

In addition to remodeling, West 
Tulsa completely refurnished their 
parsonage. We thank God for the 
material gain and progress in Okla- 
homa which amount to approxi- 
mately $125,000. 


We have not broken any records 
organizing new churches, but God 
has been with us in revivals 
throughout the state, making it 
possible to surpass .all previous

spiritual results and enabling us to 
rewrite the records as indicated 
by the figures who have been 
blessed of God. 


Our Sunday School and Youth 
Department has made great strides 
forward in all phases. We have 
averaged 11,050 in Sunday School 
monthly and 6,152 in Y.P.E., with 
an average Sunday School offering 
of $1,934.25. One new Sunday 
School and one branch Sunday 
School have been organized. We 
have seen our home extension list 
grow from six to sixteen. Okla- 
homa has made several new ven- 
tures and become the leader in 
certain areas of Sunday School and 
youth work. Our effort to teach 
the Workers’ Training Course in 
every church in the state is the 
first such attempt. A state youth 
luncheon was held last year in 
conjunction with the camp meet- 
ing. Oklahoma will introduce, as 
far as we know, a State Youth 
Spring Retreat as our youth gather 
on the campground May 14 for a 
day of study, prayer, and fellow- 
ship together. 

As we have taken this quick 
look at our past achievements, our 
hearts are flooded with the pros- 
pects of what lies ahead if we 
maintain our faith in God and 
keep a “mind to work.” Much has 
been accomplished and we must 
pause to pay tribute to the min- 
istry, laity, and friends of the 
Church of God in the Sooner State 
who have made it all possible.

during this same period. We have 
issued more Teachers’ Training 
Certificates during this time than 
ever before. We are happy to re- 
port that more than 100 of our 
teachers will receive the Master 
Diploma (meaning they have taken 
all five courses). Also, we have 
been able to establish two new 
Sunday Schools, three Y.P.E.’s, and 
two branch Sunday Schools for 
which we are so thankful.

ROME (EP)—Pope John XXIII 
reportedly is taking steps to es- 
tablish in Rome an institute for the 
study of Protestantism to train Ro- 
man Catholic priests who will work 
in Protestant countries. Italian 
press agencies report that courses 
will last three years and be run for 
doctors of theology. The opening 
date of the school, which will be 
operated by the Jesuit order, has 
not been announced. 


VPost Office to Use Slogan 
Cancellations in Obscenity Fight 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—For 
the first time, the Post Office De- 
partment is placing slogan cancel- 
lations in use in 13 major post 
offices in a drive to encourage the 
public to cooperate with its en- 
forcement campaign against ob- 
scene literature in the mail. 

Special dies bearing the cancel- 
lation slogan, “Report Obscene Mail 
to Your Postmaster,” have been 
sent to postmasters in the nation’s 
ten largest post offices: New York 
City, Chicago, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, St. Louis, Los Angeles, 
Baltimore, Boston, Detroit, and 
Cleveland. The slogan will also be 
used at Miami, Atlanta, and New 
Orleans, and will be available for 
other post offices, if postmasters or 
postal inspectors request it. 

Postal inspectors are forbidden 
to open first-class mail, so their 
only means of obtaining evidence 
against mail-order smut dealers if 
members of the public bring in 
letters or circulars which are ad- 
dressed to them. 

Postal inspectors admit that they 
are especially anxious to secure 
copies of mailings to teen-agers. 
Many church and civic groups have 
protested the smut peddlers’ use 
of mailing lists of high school or 
prep school students, but too often, 
postal officials say, indignant par- 
ents who discover such mail burn 
it and are too embarrassed to re- 
port it to their postmaster. 


“Sodom and Gomorrah 


“Bombed,” Says Russian 


MOSCOW (EP)—The infamous 
cities of Sodom and Gomorrah were 
destroyed by a nuclear explosion 
triggered by visitors from outer 
space. That is the version of a 
Russian master of physico-math- 
ematical sciences identified as Mr. 
Agrest. 

Agrest’s remarks were publicized 
by the Russian news agency Tass 
which quoted the Soviet scientist 
as saying that the Dead Sea Scrolls 
found in 1947 in an area adjoining 
the Lebanese Mountains give a de- 
scription of Sodom and Gomorrah 
that “cannot help but attract the 
attention of modern men who are 
familiar with nuclear physics.” 


Agrest believes that traces of 
such a probable visit to the earth 
by travelers from outer space may 
be found through joint research by 
archaeologists, geol ts, physi- 
cists, and radiochemists. He said 
glassy bodies called “tekkites” have 
been discovered in the Libyan 
Desert which contain radioactive 
isotopes of aluminum and beryl- 
lium at least a million years old 
along with other products of ex- 
tremely high temperatures. These, 
Agrest said, may be traces of pre- 
—- spacemen’s atomic mis- 
sles. 


VTillich Sees Trend Toward 


“Authoritarian” Religion 


LOS ANGELES (EP)—Famed 
Protestant theologian, Dr. Paul J. 
Tillich sees “a trend away from 
Reformation individualism” toward 
“authoritarian” forms of religion 
which may end the Protestant era. 

Tillich made the remarks here 
at a press conference preceding a 
lecture series which he delivered at 
Occidental College (United Pres- 
byterian). The Harvard Divinity 
School professor said this trend 
toward authoritarianism was indi- 
cated by recent mergers of Protes- 
tant groups, the ecumenical move- 
ment, and Roman Catholic en- 


couragement of Christian unity. 

“The Protestant theology is es- 
sentially non-conformist,” he said, 
“put rugged individualism has dis- 
appeared and has been replaced by 
‘Organization Man,’ the develop- 
ment of the collective spirit.” He 
said the “trend toward spiritual se- 
curity and, therefore, authoritarian 
forms of religion, poses a threat to 
Protestantism.” 

“Today’s younger generation 
wants to be sociologically, ethical- 
ly, and spiritually secure ... The 
liberal philosophy which I found 
when I came to America 26 years 
ago does not exist vg the 
German-born theologian said. “The 
liberal movement came suddenly 
to an end in the 1920’s.” 


“Airman’s Diary Tells 


of Prayer 


The little notebook in the desert 
told the story ... a story of courage, 
of suffering—and of earnest prayer. 

Second Lt. Robert F. Toner of 
North Attleboro, Mass., one of nine 
who went down with the B-24 
Bomber “Lady Be Good” in “one 
of the greatest mysteries in mod- 
ern aviation history,’ wrote the 
account in April, 1943. He told of 
blistering heat and freezing cold.

KADUNA, Nigeria (EP)—Chris- 
tian foreign missionaries must not 
meddle in political affairs of the 
Nigerian government, Prime Min- 
ister Alhaji Sir Ahmadu Bello has 
warned. He directed his remarks to 
the 1,200 missionaries in Northern 
Nigeria pen see | in an area where 
63 per cent of the population is 
Moslem. 

Sir Ahmadu Bello made refer- 
ence to last December’s federal 
elections when missionaries urged 
people to vote for Christian candi- 
dates. The Prime Minister is head 
of the Northern People’s Congress 
now in power, a government which 
has granted funds to missions and 
named Christians to cabinet posts. 

“We've got to live together,” the 
government leader told the Chris- 
tians. “We Moslems have the great- 
est respect for the teachings of 
Christ. He is God’s prophet.”
